From  the  President 


The  past  year  at  Copiah-Lincoln  Community  College 
has  been  a  very  exciting  and  productive  one,  with  the 
completion  of  the  Smith  Hall  Renovation  Project! 
Much  excitement  was  generated  when  we  began  the 
much  needed  renovation  of  Smith  Hall  during  the  sum- 
mer of  2007.  We  were  even  more  ex- 
cited to  see  the  changes  to  the  build- 
ing that  made  it  much  more  attractive, 
as  well  as  more  efficient,  comfortable 
and  productive.  This  project  proved 
to  be  a  very  challenging  one  to  the  ad- 
ministration, physical  plant  staff  and 
faculty  who  teach  in  the  building,  so 
we  are  very  glad  to  be  using  this  new 
facility. 

We  completed  the  construction  of  the 
football  fitness  facility  late  last  year 
and  broke  ground  on  a  new  Fitness 
Center  on  J.C.  Redd  Drive  to  be  used  by  athletes  in 
other  sports,  as  well  as  by  the  general  student  popula- 
tion and  faculty/staff.  The  new  facility  is  in  the  final 
stages  of  completion  as  I  write  this  message.  It  will  be 
open  for  the  fall,  2008  semester. 

I  am  very  excited  about  the  Health  Sciences  Building 
project  that  is  getting  under  way  at  the  Natchez  Cam- 
pus. Thanks  to  the  Adams  County  Board  of  Supervisors' 
unanimous  decision  in  December  of  2007  to  continue 
funding  of  the  Co-Lin  Building  Program,  the  College 
will  soon  begin  the  construction  of  this  new  facility. 
New  doors  will  open  and  program  expansion  will  be 
made  possible  by  this  new  project! 


The  year  brought  a  renewed  commitment  to  excellence, 
as  our  students  once  again  represented  our  college  in  an 
outstanding  fashion  at  all  levels,  including  local,  state 
and  national.  Those  accomplishments  are  briefly  sum- 
marized in  this  report  -  please  take  time  to  review  the 
many  outstanding  things  in  that 
part  of  this  report.  I  take  this  op- 
portunity to  express  appreciation 
to  all  the  faculty  and  professional 
staff  for  the  guidance  and  support 
that  was  provided  for  our  students 
this  year. 


I  take  this  opportunity  to  con- 
gratulate Dean  John  Dickerson  on 
his  first  year  as  Dean  of  the  Simp- 
son County  Center.  That  facility 
opened  in  the  fall  of  2005  with 
just  over  200  students  and  has  al- 
ready reached  nearly  500  students  during  this  past  year. 
Dean  Dickerson  is  to  be  commended  for  his  leadership 
this  year,  and  the  faculty  and  staff  arc  also  to  be  com- 
mended for  their  outstanding  work  to  make  this  Center 
an  outstanding  educational  opportunity  for  the  citizens 
of  Simpson  County. 

The  legislative  appropriation  for  FY  2008  was  an  im- 
provement over  recent  years,  providing  the  college  an 
opportunity  to  better  serve  its  constituents.  The  appro- 
priation for  next  year  (FY  2009)  was  also  increased, 
allowing  the  college  to  provide  much  needed  salary 
increases  for  faculty  and  staff,  as  well  as  to  continue  to 
rebuild  the  fund  balance  after  some  lean  years  of  fund- 


As  I  retire  from  my  position  as  President  on  June  30,  I 
reflect  back  on  the  tremendous  experience  that  I  have 
had  over  the  past  34  years  at  Co-Lin.  I  have  come  to 
love  my  Co-Lin  family,  but  1  have  also  come  to  re- 
spect and  admire  those  who  have  given  so  much  lor 
the  college  through  the  years.  I  am  extremely  proud  of 
the  wonderful  legacy  and  the  tremendous  impact  that 
Co-Lin  has  had  on  students,  faculty,  staff  and  others 
through  the  years,  and  I  am  honored  to  have  been  the 
sixth  President  of  this  College.

Construction  and  Renovation 


The  renovation  of  Willie  H.  Smith  Hall  was  completed 
in  the  fall  of  2007.  Although  all  of  the  classroom  and  labo- 
ratory facilities  were  not  ready  by  the  beginning  of  the 
fall  semester,  students  and  faculty  took  it  in  stride  until 
everything  was  completed  at  the  end  of  September.  This 
S2.6  million  project,  which  began  in  May  2007,  brought 
this  building  to  standards  for  EPA,  expanded  and  updated 
science  labs  to  state-of-the-art,  created  a  much  needed 
suite  of  faculty  offices  with  necessary  conference  room 
and  workspace,  and  enhanced  the  overall  nature  of  the 
building.  The  outside  of  the  building  has  a  completely 
new  look. 

In  addition,  instructional  technology  in  Smith  Hall  was 
installed  and/or  upgraded  by  the  technology  division  of 
the  college  as  a  separate  part  of  the  overall  project  and  as 
a  separate  cost  of  approximately  $75,000  to  the  college. 

The  college  began  work  this  year  on  the  energy  manage- 
ment project  with  Johnson  Controls,  an  energy  manage- 
ment consultant.  The  project  includes  retrofitting  lighting 
and  water  services  on  all  campuses  as  needed;  upgrading 
air  conditioning/heating  on  the  Wesson  Campus;  upgrad- 
ing controls  at  the  Wesson  and  Natchez  Campuses;  inte- 
grating controls  at  the  Simpson  County  Center,  as  well  as 
at  Natchez  and  Wesson;  and  installing  a  new  chiller  unit 
at  The  Thames  Center.  The  project  has  a  "cash  neutral" 
guarantee,  which  means  that  Johnson  Controls.  Inc.  guar- 
antees that  the  money  saved  on  energy  will  pay  the  note 
on  money  borrowed  to  install  new  equipment  and  to  pro- 
vide services  for  the  college. 

Construction  on  a  new  weight  room/exercise  facility  for 
students  and  faculty  will  be  completed  in  July  of  2008. 
The  4,000  square  foot  building  located  on  J.  C.  Redd  Drive 
will  be  used  for  health  and  physical  education  classes  and 
will  also  be  open  to  faculty  and  staff  to  use  for  personal 


fitness  exercises.  Almost  all  new  equipment  will  be  avail- 
able for  the  various  types  of  exercise. 

During  the  spring  of  2008  the  soccer  field  on  the  Wes- 
son Campus  was  expanded  to  meet  regulations  for  tourna- 
ment play. 

The  roof  on  the  Redd/Watkins  Career  Technical  Build- 
ing at  the  Natchez  Campus  was  replaced  during  the  year. 
This  building  houses  medical  related  programs,  as  well  as 
other  career  and  technical  programs. 

In  December  of  2007  the  Adams  County  Board  of  Su- 
pervisors unanimously  approved  the  continuation  of  mill- 
age  for  capital  improvements  at  the  Natchez  Campus,  fol- 
lowing the  final  payment  of  debt  service  on  the  Tom  Reed 
Academic  Building,  which  opened  in  January  of  1996. 
With  this  new  commit- 
ment of  revenue  for  build- 
ings and  other  capital  im- 
provements, the  College 
will  be  able  to  construct 
a  new  facility  to  house 
health  sciences  programs 
at  the  Natchez  Campus. 

The  College  began  the 
pre-construction  planning 
phase  of  a  new  30.000 
square  foot  Health  Sci- 
ences Building  on  the 
Natchez  Campus,  to  be 
located  near  the  Aca- 
demic Building.  Several 
architects  submitted  de- 
sign proposals  in  June  of 
2008.  An  architect  will 
be  selected  during  the  late 


summer  of  2008  for  approval  by  the  Board  of  Trustees. 
The  actual  development  of  planning  documents  for  this 
facility  can  begin  in  the  fall  of  2008.  and  construction  can 
begin  as  early  as  the  summer  of  2009.  with  occupancy  of 
the  facility  in  the  fall  of  2010.  This  facility  will  house  all 
medical  related  programs  and  will  also  allow  for  the  ex- 
pansion of  academic  programs  on  the  Natchez  Campus. 


Institutional  Planning  and  Research 


This  past  year  the  Office  of  Planning  and  Research 
was  instrumental  in  preparing  the  online  professional 
development  course  to  instruct  employees  and  students 
about  sexual  harassment  at  Co-Lin.  This  course  allowed 
all  employees  and  students  to  prepare  for  and  take  an 
exam  to  determine  their  knowledge  of  what  constitutes 
sexual  harassment.  Some  95  percent  of  all  employees 


and  a  number  of  students  took  the  course  with  great 
success. 

This  past  year  we  were  able  to  put  into  place  the 
newly  revised  Employee  Performance  Evaluation. 
There  is  now  one  for  instructional  faculty  only  and  one 
for  everyone  else.  Many  good  comments  were  made  re- 
garding the  ease  of  usins  the  new  forms  and  the  much 


reduced  paperwork  needed  to  complete  the  process. 

This  summer  the  Alumni  Survey  is  undergoing  a  re- 
vision in  an  effort  to  gather  more  pertinent  information 
about  former  students  and  how  these  students  regard 
their  preparation  at  Co-Lin  for  their  continued  educa- 
tion or  future  career.

The  Access  Software  Group  has  been  purchased 
by  Alliant  Data  Systems.  Although  there  were  major 
changes  in  the  administrative  staff,  the  product  develop- 
ment and  support  area  have  not  been  affected  and  will 
remain  in  the  office  in  Atmore,  Ala.  No  adverse  results 
are  anticipated.  In  fact,  there  is  additional  expertise  to 
support  the  development  of  the  web  products  which 
will  become  available  in  the  third  quarter  of  2008. 

Co-Lin  users  have  completed  a  fiscal  year  and  a 
calendar  year  since  implementation  of  the  new  admin- 
istrative software  during  the  Fall  of  2006.  The  Founda- 
tion module  and  the  web  modules  will  be  implemented 
as  they  become  available  in  the  future.  Co-Lin  will  be 
one  of  the  first  users  of  the  Admissions  Web  Module.

Distance  Learning 

Distance  Learning  continues  to  be  a  popular 
choice  for  students;  the  enrollment  has  steadily  in- 
creased each  year.  For  the  fall  2007  semester,  841 
students  participated  in  on-line  courses.  Co-Lin  in- 
structors provided  61  sections  in  a  variety  of  dis- 
ciplines. The  spring  2008  enrollment  topped  the 
record-breaking  numbers  from  the  prior  year.  There 
were  1.045  students  enrolled  with  74  course  sec- 
tions provided  by  Co-Lin  instructors.  The  average 
number  of  courses  taken  by  each  student  was  2.21. 

Co-Lin  faculty  took  advantage  of  a  six  week 
Certified  On-Line  Instructors  course  offered  by  the 


State  Board  for  Community  and  Junior  Colleges,  To 
date,  Co-Lin  leads  the  state  with  over  30  instructors 
who  have  completed  the  course.

Career,  Technical  and  Workforce  Education 


The  Career,  Technical  and  Workforce  Education  Di- 
vision district  wide  has  spent  this  last  year  working  dili- 
gently with  local,  state,  and  national  leaders.  The  Advi- 
sory/Craft Committees  met  twice  this  past  year  to  update 
local  business  and  industry  leaders  and  to  revise  program 
areas  in  order  to  support  their  employment  needs.  Nissan 
and  Ford  Motor  companies  donated  vehicles  to  the  Auto- 
motive Technology  program.  These  vehicles  aid  student 
instruction  as  they  work  toward  ASE  certification.  Jimmy 
Flynt,  Service  Trainer  for  Empire  Truck  Sales  of  Jackson 
held  an  engine  certification  class  for  diesel  students  pro- 
viding materials,  including  the  engine.  Donnie  Raspberry 
of  Star,  Inc.  hosted  heating  and  air  conditioning  students 
explaining  company's  needs  and  how  they  could  fit  into 
the  company.  The  company  also  donated  a  commercial 
walk-in  freezer  to  the  department  for  training  purposes. 

Students,  faculty,  and  staff  recruited  in  high  schools, 
secondary  career  and  technical  centers,  the  com**"" 
and  at  the  local  WIN  Job  Centers.  As  a  result,  our 
enrollment  increased  by  67  students.  Several  even! 
hosted  with  individual  students  and  high  school 
at  Wesson,  Natchez,  and  Simpson.  Wesson  also  hostec 
the  annual  Skills  USA  District  IV  and  Future  Farmers  of 
America  competition  in  February.  The  highlight  of  this 
years1  recruiting  was  the  WINC  @  Co-Lin  Conference, 
saluting  "Women  in  Non-traditional  Careers".  The  divi- 
sion was  awarded  a  $5,000  grant  by  the  State  Board  for 
Community  and  Junior  Colleges  (SBCJC)  for  the  purpose 
of  increasing  enrollment  and  retention  of  non-traditional 
gender  students.  The  grant  monies  received  helped  to  host 
a  conference/workshop  for  Women  In  Non-traditional  Ca- 
reers, WINC  @  Co-Lin.  The  conference  provided  young 
women  with  the  opportunity  to  explore  nontraditional 
careers  in  high  skill,  high  wage,  high  demand  career- 
tech  programs  that  are  traditionally  dominated  by  males 
Amanda  Helms,  Chevron,  Inc.  was  the  keynote  sp<    " 


for  the  event.  Approximately  100  area  high  school  female 
students  and  Co-Lin  female  students  enrolled  in  non-tradi- 
tional career-technical  programs  attended  the  conference 
in  April. 

Eric  Clark,  Executive  Director  of  the  SBCJC  and  for- 
mer Secretary  of  State,  was  keynote  speaker  at  the  1 7th  an- 
nual Business  and  Industry  Appreciation  Luncheon  spon- 
sored by  the  Georgia-Pacific  Corporation  and  held  in  April 
on  the  Wesson  Campus.  Over  400  were  in  attendance  at 
the  luncheon.  Clark  addressed  the  importance  of  education 
to  the  individuals  as  well  as  to  our  corporate  partners.  He 
indicated  that  the  biggest  problem  industry  has  is  the  lack 
of  properly  trained  workers.  Dr.  Clark  challenged  the  edu- 


cation community  to  do  a  bigger  and  better  job  of  training 
in  the  future. 

In  an  effort  to  provide  the  training,  Dr.  Clark  referred 
to  the  Workforce  Education  Division  as  having  provided 
training  to  over  60  businesses,  industries,  and  agencies. 
Training  included:  computer,  IC3  (Internet  and  Computer 
Core  Certification),  Certified  Nursing  Assistant  (CNA), 
welding,  truck  driving,  Occupational  Safety  and  Health 
Administration  (OSHA),  forklift.  Cardiopulmonary  Re- 
suscitation (CPR),  first  aid,  first  responder,  safety,  team 
building,  leadership  and  management  development  and 
Geographic  Information  Systems  (GIS),  to  name  a  few. 
Over  a  two  year  period  the  number  trained  for  Delphi- 
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Career,  Technical  and  Workforce  Education 


Packard  of  Brookhaven  exceeds  800.  This  automotive 
training  was  funded  through  June  30  by  the  U.S.  De- 
partment of  Labor  grant  and  administered  by  SBCJC. 

The  SBCJC  provided  equipment  funding  for  the 
purchase  of  a  new  tractor  trailer  rig  for  truck  driv- 
ing instruction,  new  computers  for  mobile  training 
laboratories  in  Brookhaven  and  Natchez,  and  welding 
equipment  for  ongoing  welding  training  in  the  Natchez 
area.  Dynasteel  Corporation  has  been  the  recipient  of 
in  house  training  developed  in  cooperation  with  the 
Workforce  Education  Division.  This  is  truly  a  coopera- 
tive venture  to  meet  the  employment  needs  of  a  grow- 
ing industry  in  the  Natchez  area. 

A  cooperative  venture  between  the  Central  Plan- 
ning and  Development  District  (CMPDD)  and  the 
Workforce  Education  Division  has  provided  recruiting, 
counseling  and  assessment  services  for  those  who  are 
interested  in  furthering  their  education.  Education  Co- 
ordinators housed  in  WIN  Job  Centers  in  Brookhaven, 
Hazlehurst  and  Natchez  are  a  liaison  for  the  college. 

On-line  Training  is  also  becoming  more  and  more 
popular  Co-Lin  offers  on-line  training  through  Mind- 
leaders  and  in  cooperation  with  the  SBCJC  and  CEU 
online  courses  for  teacher  certification. 

Program  Achievements 

The  Medical  Radiologic  Technology  program  re- 
ceived accreditation  for  eight  years.  This  is  the  maxi- 
mum number  of  years  a  program  can  be  accredited  at 
one  time  and  an  excellent  program  accomplishment.

The  Mississippi  State  Board  of  Cosmetology  rec- 
ognized our  cosmetology  program  for  excellent  in- 
structional skills  for  2007.  Examination  results  on  the 
Written  Examination  placed  the  program  5  of  38  and 
in  the  Practical  Examination  the  program  placed  7  of 
38.  Students'  performance  rated  an  overall  average  of 
95  or  better  in  the  state.  The  program  achieved  a  100 
percent  passage  on  state  boards. 

Several  other  career  and  technical  programs 
throughout  the  district  met  or  exceeded  the  state  av- 
erage on  the  MS  Career  Planning  and  Assessment. 
These  programs  include:  Business  and  Office  Tech- 
nology (W/S),  Child  Development  Technology  (W), 
Construction  Equipment  Operation  (W),  Drafting  and 
Design  Technology  (W),  Electronics  (W),  Electron- 
ics/Instrumentation (N),  Food  Production  Technol- 
ogy (W),  Heating  and  Air  Technology  (N),  Industrial 
Maintenance(W).  Local  Area  Networking  (W)  and 
Welding  (W). 

Many  of  our  students  participate  in  career  and  tech- 
nical clubs  and  organizations  on  each  campus.  They 
take  advantage  of  opportunities  to  meet  local  business 
and  industry  representatives,  they  travel  across  the 
state  to  tour  business  and  industry  facilities,  and  they 
compete  in  various  events  both  state  and  nationally. 

Work-Based  Learning 

The  Work-Based  Learning  Program  assist  Career- 
Technical  students  in  making  a  successful  transition  to 
the  workforce  through  supervised  work  experience  and 
"  "bout  employer  expectations, 
and  Technical  programs  were 


enrolled  in  WBL  during  the  year.  Students  enhanced 
technical  skills  as  they  worked  and  earned  money  to 
help  with  college  expenses.  The  average  wage  was 
$8.58  and  they  earned  $149,244.  Many  found  perma- 
nent employment  upon  graduation  as  a  result  of  their 
job  performance.  Thirty-nine  employers  joined  Co-Lin 
in  this  partnership.  A  Work  Ethics  Forum  was  held  on 
the  Wesson  Campus  with  business/industry  leaders 
answering  questions  about  employer  expectations. 
Monthly  assignments  and  the  forum  assist  students 
in  realizing  the  equal  importance  of  work  ethic  and 
technical  skills  in  building  a  successful  career. 
A  recognition  luncheon  was  held  in  April  for  WBL 
students,  instructors,  and  their  employers.  Certificates 
of  appreciation  were  awarded. 

Tech  Prep 

Tech  Prep  continues  to  provide  opportunities  for 
quality  training,  workplace  experiences,  and  national 
conference  participation  for  both  secondary  and  post- 
secondary  educators  from  throughout  the  district. 
Nearly  500  secondary  and  postsecondary  faculty  and 
staff  attended  various  Tech  Prep  sessions.  Tech  Prep 
co-hosted  the  WINC  @  Co-Lin  Conference,  Medi- 
cal Programs  Awareness  Day  and  the  Computer  and 
Business  Technology  tours.  Tech  Prep  supports  profes- 
sional development  through  providing  opportunities  to 
send  educators  and  administrators  to  conferences  such 
as  the  National  Career  Pathways  Network  Conference, 
the  Association  of  Career  Technical  Education,  NI- 
SOD,  and  the  National  Restaurant  Association  Restau- 
rant Hotel-Motel  Show.

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The  Division  of  Community  Programs  at  Copiah- 
Lincoln  Community  College  strives  to  promote  rel- 
evant, excellent,  and  affordable  programs  and  services 
for  individuals  seeking  improved  quality  of  life  through 
lifelong  learning.  The  division  provides  educational  and 
training  programs,  cultural  and  recreational  opportuni- 
ties, and.  employment  preparation  services  to  constitu- 
ents from  the  college  service  area  and  beyond.  In  2007- 
2008,  over  13,000  individuals  were  assisted  through  the 
various  programs  and  services  provided  within  the  divi- 
sion. In  addition,  the  Division  secured  over  $1,300,000 
in  federal  grants  to  operate  four  federal  programs. 

Adult  Basic  Education  (ABE)  served  over  600  adults 
in  the  district  who  did  not  complete  high  school  or  who 
needed  to  upgrade  their  basic  skills.  The  program  part- 
nered with  16  locations  to  provide  25  classes  and  over 
32.000  classroom  hours.  One  hundred  seventy-nine  of 
those  students  passed  their  General  Educational  Devel- 
opment Test  ( GED )  and  1 1 4  of  those  passing  entered  post 
secondary  education.  Five  hundred  and  seventy-nine 
students  took  the  test  with  337  passing  the  examination. 
The  college  continued  to  partner  with  the  Brookhaven 
School  District  in  offering  the  GED  Option  program  as 
an  avenue  for  students  who  were  not  on  track  to  gradu- 
ate to  use  this  route  as  an  alternate  diploma  track. 

In  January,  the  program  moved  from  the  Simpson 
County  Achievement  Center  in  Magee  to  the  Simpson 
County  Center  in  Mendenhall.  With  the  move,  the  pro- 
gram was  able  to  add  10  computers  for  all  students  to 
use. 

The  college  participated  in  a  regional  GED  graduation 
ceremony  and  held  graduation  ceremonies  at  the  Simp- 
son County  Center  and  the  Natchez  Campus.  All  high 
scoring  examinees  were  awarded  a  scholarship  valued  at 
$800  at  any  of  the  Copiah-Lincoln  Community  College 
campuses  or  centers. 

The  Senior  Community  Employment  Service  Pro- 
gram (SCSEP)  is  a  work-training  program  funded  by 
the  U.  S.  Department  of  Labor,  which  enables  senior 
citizens  to  work  and  to  provide  services  locally  to  the 
elderly  and  needy.  Co-Lin  operates  the  Senior  AIDES 
Program,  sponsored  by  Senior  Services  America.  Inc.. 


and  the  Title  V  Program  sponsored  by  Southwest  MS 
Planning  and  Development  District.  SCSEP  provides 
part-time  employment  for  men  and  women  55  years  of 
age  or  older  who  have  limited  incomes  Participants  are 
assigned  to  positions  that  revitalize  and  enhance  their 
job  skills  while  supporting  local  non-profit  and  govern- 


Dr.  Curt  Lamar  of  McComb,  retired  professor  of  History  and 
Latin  at  Delta  Stale  University  made  a  a  free  Iwo-liour  lecture 
on  the  History  of  Islam  presentation  at  The  Thames  Center  on 
the  college's  Wesson  campus.  Co-Lin's  Institute  for  Learning  in 
Retirement  (ILR)  sponsored  the  event. 
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mental  agencies  in  the  thirteen  counties  served  by  the 
program.  In  2007-2008,  the  program  employed  over  1 50 
enrollees  and  served  85  host  agencies.  In  addition,  over 
12  enrollees  secured  unsubsidized  employment. 

The  Upward  Bound  program  assists  high  school  stu- 
dents who  are  potential  first-generation  college  students 
or  who  are  from  low-income  families  in  developing  the 
skills  required  to  experience  success  in  post-secondary 
education.  In  2007-2008,  the  federal  grant  was  refunded 
to  serve  70  students  in  the  classic  Upward  Bound  pro- 
gram. During  the  academic  year,  75  students  from  the 
six  target  schools  received  instructional,  tutorial,  and 
counseling  services  at  their  local  high  school  and  at  four 
monthly  sessions  held  on  Saturdays  at  the  college.  The 
Upward  Bound  program  also  enrolled  72  students  to 
participate  in  a  six-week  summer  residential  program  at 
the  college. 

The  Institute  for  Learning  Retirement  (ILR),  spon- 
sored by  the  college,  is  a  non-profit,  member-driven  or-

ganization  dedicated  to  meeting  the  cultural  and  learn- 
ing needs  of  our  maturing  population.  ILR  members 
are  offered  the  opportunity  to  define  and  pursue  their 
own  informal  educational  goals  at  their  own  pace  and 
according  to  their  own  choices  and  talents.  A  variety  of 
classes,  workshops,  activities  and  trips  are  offered  dur- 
ing each  spring  and  fall  semester.  During  the  2007-2008 
year,  the  ILR  on  the  Wesson  Campus  hosted  a  member- 
ship social  in  August  and  January.  From  these  events, 
the  membership  was  maintained  at  1 25  members.  ILR 
held  Fun  Day  once  each  month;  hosted  eight  luncheon 
lectures,  six  computer  training  classes,  12  special  inter- 
est classes,  four  day  trips  and  three  overnight  trips. 

The  Billy  B.  Thames  Conference  Center  on  the  Wes- 
son Campus  is  a  modern  facility  used  by  local  businesses, 
industry,  educational,  civic  groups  and  individuals  for  a 
variety  of  functions.  The  Thames  Center  staff  works  in 
cooperation  with  the  Workforce  Education  Division  of 
the  college  to  provide  specialized  programs,  education 
and  training  needs  of  business,  industry  and  other  orga- 
nizations. During  2007-2008,  The  Thames  Center  sched- 
uled approximately  600  functions,  of  which  included  22 
new  clients  and  served  over  12,000  participants. 

The  Division  entered  a  partnership  with  Mississippi 
State  University  Extension  Service  to  host  Smart  Ag- 
ing. Healthy  Futures.  The  program  had  three  objectives: 
identify  community  resources  to  support  rural  elderly, 
engage  in  grassroots  efforts  to  improve  senior  health, 
and  initiate  educational  programs  targeting  seniors.  The 
community  forums  were  attended  by  72  seniors  and  51 
representatives  of  service  providers  in  Copiah  and  Lin- 
coln counties. The  forums  identified  three  priorities:  a 
central  inlormation  point  for  access  to  existing  services, 
a  volunteer  referral  service  to  help  seniors  continue  to 
live  independently,  and  a  senior  center.  Community  Ac- 
tion groups  are  currently  working  on  each  priority.  Edu- 
cational programs  were  initiated  when  14  volunteers  at- 
tended a  two-day  training  program  for  Healthy  Futures 
Master  Volunteers,  who  have  presented  programs  to 
60  Georgia  Pacific  retirees,  several  church  senior  lun- 
cheons, and  the  27  seniors  attending  the  Crystal  Springs 
Senior  Center  opening. 
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The  Copiah-Lincoln  Community  College  Foundation 
supports  Co-Lin  by  soliciting,  receiving,  and  adminis- 
trating gifts  to  the  college-  The  majority  of  the  more  than 
S4  million  managed  by  the  Foundation  is  for  endowed 
scholarships.  Gifts  received  by  the  Foundation  are  tax 
deductible. 

The  office  of  the  Foundation  is  shared  with  Alumni 
Affairs  and  is  located  on  the  second  floor  of  the  Ew- 
ing  Administration  Building  on  the  Wesson  Campus. 
Charlotte  Hill  is  executive  director  of  the  Foundation/ 
Alumni  Affairs,  David  E.  Campbell  is  associate  director 
of  Alumni  Affairs,  and  Kristi  Watts  is  secretary  for  the 
office. 

The  Foundation  is  governed  by  a  volunteer  board  of 
directors.  The  officers  are  Bill  Sailers  of  Natchez,  presi- 
dent; Elmer  Mclnnis  of  Jackson,  vice-president;  Brad- 
ley Smith  of  Brookhaven,  secretary,  and  Charles  Hart, 
of  Wesson,  treasurer.

The  Foundation  received  gifts  of  approximately 
$281,600  during  FY  2007-2008.  This  includes  scholar- 
ship support,  program  support,  general  contributions. 
and  funds  acquired  through  special  events. 

Golf  tournaments  at  Natchez  and  Wesson  are  the 
major  fundraising  events  held  by  the  Foundation.  The 
Fifteenth  Annual  Wesson  Golf  Classic  was  held  June 
15  at  Wolf  Hollow  on  the  Wesson  Campus  and  raised 


approximately  510,000  for  the  Foundation.  The  Eighth

Garner  Retires  as  Co-Lin  President 


In  December.  Co-Lin  President  Dr.  Howell  Garner 
announced  his  plans  to  retire  at  the  end  of  June  2008 
after  40  years  in  education.  The  college  honored  Gamer 
at  a  banquet  held  at  The  Billy  B.  Thames  Conference 
Center  in  May  and  at  a  public  reception  in  June. 

"I  have  had  the  pleasure  and  good  fortune  to  serve 
with  may  truly  outstanding  faculty  members,  some  of 
whom  have  been  affectionately  titled  "icons"  in  the  his- 
tory and  tradition  of  this  college."  said  Garner.  "In  ad- 
dition. I  have  had  the  distinct  pleasure  of  working  with 
many  outstanding  professional  support  staff  members 
throughout  my  34  years  at  Co-Lin.  It  has  been  a  great 
experience  for  me  and  for  my  family  to  part  a  part  of  the 
Co-Lin  family." 

Gamer,  who  has  spent  the  last  1 1  years  as  president  of 
the  college,  served  as  the  dean  of  the  college  from  1985- 
1997.  Prior  to  moving  to  the  Wesson  campus  he  served 
as  administrative  assistant/assistant  dean,  and  dean  on 
the  Natchez  campus  from  1974-1985.
